A'lotoria, B C., Spat. 1.— The Empress 


of China arrived with Oriental advices to 
August 19. By floods in Japan over one 
hundred houses were destroyed and five 
or six lives lost in Nishim, a district. 
Over 40 houses and SI go-downs were 
swept away by water and 24 lives were 
lost in the village of Matsugaski, in the 
Sado district. 


By the swelling of the river Agano, 


1300 
houses in Sanjo Maohl, and 700 


houses in the village of Ichinikido were 
submerged. At I/.arnnkais one, shrino 
and four temples and a half score of 
dwellings were crushed by landslidestand 
flve lives were lost. A dispatch from Na- 
oetsn, says houses were, flooded to the 
number of 1600. The killed and wound- 


ed were 300.

After«he retirement of William Wheat- 


ey from tbe management of tbe Arch 
street theater, in 1862, Mrs. Drew assum- 
ed the management of the house. 
In 


1835 Mrs. Drew first appeared in her first 
really famous rola of "Lady Teazle" in 
the School for Scandal. It was in New 
Orleans, in a company of whicb she was 
leading lady, as she herself said, "at ?20 
a week." 


"Lady Teazle" was a tavorito role of 


hers, until it was surpassed in popular es- 
timation by her grwt comedy representa- 
tion of "Mrs. Malaprop" in Tbe Rivals, 
sharing tho honors with'Josepb Jefferson. 
Mra. Drew's name became so indissolu- 
bly associated with tbe character in pub- 
lic appreciation that she played no other 
in the last active years of her oareei.be- 
ing the favorite female member of Mr. 
Jefferson's company, whioh toured tbe 
country for many seasons. 


John Drew and his younger brother, 


Sidney, survive 
her. 
Her daughter, 


Georgie Drew, who married Maurice Bar- 
rymore, and who had the reputation oi 
being one of the wittiest women oil tho 
stage, died several years ago.

Cause for General Rejoicing on Labor 


Day—Mills Working on -Full 


Time at Various 


Points. 


Famous Comedy Actress Passes Away at 


Harchmont, N. Y, 


New VTork, Sept. 1.—Mrs. John Drew, 


tho actress, died yesterday afternoon at 
Larchmont, Weachester county, N. Y. 


Louisa Lane, aiterwards Mrs. John 


llr.ew, ndde'J to her reputation of being 
the most famous comedy actress of tbe 
American stage the distinction of being 
thn first woman who was a theatrical 
manager in tbe New World. She was 
born in England on January 10, 1818, 
and was the da ughter of an English act- 
ress and singer of repute, Mra. Lane, who 
afterwards became^Mrs, Kinlock. 


Louisa Lane made her dobut in Timour 


of Tartary tit the Liverpool theater when 
she was a child ot six, and became popu- 
lar im mediately. 
When her mother se 


cured an engogcment'with the famous 
stock company of tbe Olympic theater, 
Philadelphia, she brought her daughter 
with her. It was with Junius Brutus 
Booth, the father of Edwin Booth, that 
Louisa Lane made her American debut 
in 1827, being oast for the "Duke of 
York,1' and playing to Booth's "King 
Richard" in Richard III. 


On March 28, 1838, she made a mosfr 


successful New York debut at the old 
Bowery theater, playing a boy part cal'ed 
"Little Pickle." In 1829 she took Phila- 
delphia by stornu in Precisely Twelve, a 
play written specially for her. 
In 1833 


she became a member of the stock com- 
pany of the old Bowery theater. It was 
there tbat she met the late Edwin Forrest 
and played in many of his more notable 
productions. 


In 183g Louisa Lane married Henry 


Hunt, an English opera singer, and, Hav- 
ing separated from him, she married 
George Moasop, an Irish cornrnedian, who 
died in 1849. In 1860 she married John 
Drew, an Irish -actor. With Mr. Drew 
she acted at the old Chestnut Street thea- 
ter under Manager Quinlan during the 
season of 1852 3, they making their joint 
appearance in Colley Gibber's comedy, 
She Wnuld and She Wouldn't. After her 
husband bad formed bis paitnersbip with 
William Wbeatley, manager and lessee of 
the Arch street theater, Philadelphia. 
Mrs. Drew appeared under their joint 
management in December, 1853, in Bui- 
wer's comedy, Money. Later she appear- 
ed as " Constance" in The Love Chase, 
and later still as "Jane Shore" and as 
"Beatrice" in , Much Ado About Noth- 
ing., "Mrs. Oakley" in The Jealous Wife, 
"Young Norva" and other widely con- 
trasted roles, being received with favor in 
each. ' 


VEST REPLIES TO ECKELS. 


Explains His Connection «till tlic Seilalia 


Bank Failure. 


Sodalia, Mo., Sept. 1.—United States 


Senator George G. Vest has addressed a' 
letter to Congressman James Cooney, of 
the seventh Missouri district, in reply to 
a recent communication published in tbe 
Globe Democrat Irom James H. Eckels, 
comptroller oi tho currency, in which tbe 
reader was led to infer that Senator Vest 
had requested tbat tbe^proposed examina- 
tion of the Sedalla Fiist National bank In 
April of 1894 be deferred until certain oi 
tho bank's assets could ba realized upon. 
Tho letter Is as follows: 


"My attention has been called t* a let- 


ter of the 33d inst. from the Hon. J. H. 
Eckels, comptroller of the currency, to 
the Hon. James Cooney, in whioh tbo 
statement is made tbat in April, 1804, I 
requested the postponement of an examin- 
ation by the national bank examiner of 
tl)B First National bank of Sedalia. 
The 


facts are simply these: In March or 
April, 1894, Messrs. Cymes Newkirk, 
president of the bank, and J. C. Thomp- 
son, the cashier, wrote me chat an ex 
aminatlon of the bank was about to be 
made before the time fixed by the estab- 
lished 'rule of 
the 
comptroller, and 


that, on account of a false report put in 
circulation by some one that the. Institu- 
tion had failed, and the additional fact 
that on account of the stringency pre- 
vailing they were unable to collect, there 
was danger of a run on the bank if an ex- 
amination was made before the regular 
time. They said tbat they would realize 
a large sum from the assets of the bank 
In a few days, and tbat the Institution 
was entirely solvent. 
They requested mo 


to lay those facts before tbo comptroller of 
tbo onrroncy. Believing thorn to be bon- 
est men, and tbat their statements wore 
true, I went to tha treasury department 
ami placed thulr communication before 
the comptr ollor or His deputy, I do not 
now lemom ber wbicb. I made no ro- 
quost,"but simply said thai the failure of 
tho bank would bo a groat calaimty to 
Central Missouri, and that I hoped it 
could bo prevented; thtit I know •nothing 
personally about tbo matter, and bad no 
connection nor interest with nor in tho 
bank or its officers. 
I never had any 


dealings with tbo bank,'and was active in 
organizing of tho Citizens' National bank 
of Sednlia, against tho porsletont Apposi- 
tion of the First National. 
While Mr. 


1 hompaon was connected wiih my family 
by marriage, wo were never friends nor 
in any way connected in business. My 
conduct in this transaction was dictated 
by a sense of p'ibllo duty, and I would 
have done tho same thing for any constit- 
uent. I have no apology to make and 
hope there will bo tho fullest investiga- 
te.

of the Outdoor Poor Department, '^with- 
out seeing half a do/,on men waiting to 
ask for work or else for a square meal. 
Food we always gave them, but of work- 
there was then none. Now there are few 
applications, and there must be thou- 
sands of unskilled laborers who have 
found work. As for the winter's out- 
look, It is infinitely more hopeful than it 
was last year. Then as early as Septem- 
ber we began to receive letters asking for 
coal or other winter supplies. 
There Is 


no such extreme destitution this year 
and no prospect o'f its arising later, or 
with anything like tbe severity of last 
winter." 


Said Deputy Commissioner MoMackin, 


of the State Bureau of Labor Statistics.^ 
today: -"The real secret of our present 
improvement is the general restoration of 
confidence and the revival of enterprise. 
Capital that for several 3 ears has been 
tied up in non-productive securities is 
now coming out of its hiding places>nd 
is fundertaikng all sorts of productive 
work that gives employment to the labor- 
er. As a result, the unemployed ranks 
have fallon off fully 10 per cent in the 
last few weeks. Wages have not been so 
quick to respond, but in many cases the 
riso in earnings is as high as flve per 
cent 
It is bound to continue. There la 


no better place to feel the pulse of tbo 
city's labor than right here in our froe 
employment bureau.

It was the Coldest for Years Pant und was 


Bemaikiible for Several K«!u»uu». 


The mouth of August this year was re- 


markable for several reasons compared to 
the saniB uiuntb other years fast. 
Ac- 


cording to the figures kept by Prof. Coon- 
rudt, the weather observer, the average 
temperature for the month was 70 7 de- 
grees. This Is a very low average for An- 
gusb 
The government statistics show 


tnat the average temperature for (the 
months of Angust token all" together for 
the past 20 years was 73 1 degrees. Dur- 
ing the whole SO years the average for 
August has not been as low as this year 
excepting once and that was In 1890, 
when It was 70.5 degrees. In 1883 the 
average was 70.8 degrees, slightly higher 
than this year. From tbeso figures it can 
be seen that the month was a cold one. 


While the average was low on the other 


band the temperature has reached high 
points during the month. On the 3rd 
the thermometer registered 100 degrees. 
This was the highest mark reached in 
August for the past three years. 
The 


coldesd day was the 20th, when the tem- 
perature was 48 degrees. The mean max- 
imum temperature was 88.1 and the mean 
minimum temperature was 59.3 degrees. 
The average temperature for the past 
tbree years bas been as follows: 1896, 75 
degrees; 189B, 75.2 degrees, and 1894, 74.6 
degrees. 


The total precipitation for the month 


was 1.40 inches of rain. The greatest 
rainfall in one day was on the 4th, wben 
there was .85 Inches The rainfall for the 
past tbree years has been as follows: In 
1896, 3 Inches; 1896, 1.35 inches 1894, 
1.64 inches. The night during tho month 
were cooler than Is usual for August.

GOPHERS* RUIN A CANAU. 


a Froiul.tnB Enterprise «l 
Oklahoma Ci<> Fulled. 


The recent filling- up of -the cnntil at 


Oklahoma City where it passes through 
the southern part of the town is the 
end of what once promised in 1890 to 
be -the most remunerative enterprise in 
Oklahoma. Public-spirited capitalists 
believed that fhc waters of the rapidly- 
flowing North Canadian river could oe 
ined to operate all the mills that could 
be placed, on its banks at Oklahoma 
Citv 
Engineers were employed 1o 


make a purvey, and it was found-that 
a canal five miles long could be made 
to carry the water that ran a distance 
of 20 miles by sinuous course of the 
river 
The fall at Oklahoma City was 


nearly 30 feet, enough, it was believed, 
to develop 2,000 horse power. Over $40,- 
000 was expended in constructing the 
canal. It was diked part of the way, 
and 'the river was crossed -twice. The 
carral was twenty-five feet wide and 
four feet deep. Bs completion was an 
occasion of importance in Oklahoma 
City. Four fViches of -water were let 
in ot the Tieadga'te and the electric 
light plant and a large flouring mill 
were run as if by magic. 


An unsuspecting enemy, small In 


size but prodigious in industry, soon 
overwhelmed the enterprise in disaster. 
The banks of the ranal vv ere porous, 
samdy soil. Gophers attacked the dike. 
A hole no larger than a man's wrist 
burrowed by these animals widened to 
a crevasse in n half hour and the water 
easily swept away the sandy dikes. 
The repairs were constant and costly. 
The promoters grew discouraged, the 
financial panic swept over the coun- 
try, amd it was not long until the-canal 
was a wreck, its floodgates gone and 
the masonry piles of d'ebris. Farmers 
began plowing up the right of vv ay and 
the canal-was soon obliterated in many 
places. 


There are many business men in 


Oklahoma City who believe that a canal 
could be successfully constructed and 
that the failure was caused by bad en- 
gineering. The water is certainly there 
in* sufficient power to operate the mills 
of a big rn-anufacturing city. Some 
day the enterprise may be revived. H 
the engineering should be successful 
Oklahoma City would become an impor- 
tant manufacturing town. — Chicago 
Chronicle.

ut the Deoatur men leaialned faithful 
o the coal company and their families, 
nd now it appears that they will not be 
disturbed any longer by any considerable 
mmber of strikers. 


The only strikers still remaining in the 


ity are a few Springfield men and the 
delegation of Lincoln strikers who came 
iver in wagons on Monday. They say 
,hoy will remain for tho ' baluace of the 
week. They came with two tents, a lot 


.f provisions and $75 in cash, and they 
say they are expecting reinforcements,but 
or what'purpose no one seems to know. 


Took Down tho His Tent, 


The big tent at Camp Bain was taken 


dowr this morning and returned to the 
firm from which it had been rented. Tho 
week was up, and the use of It cost $8. 
joool labor organizations had raised the 


for the flrst week, but as no more 


money was in sight to pay the tent rent It 
was concluded to drag It down und take 
t back.
